Wo are informed that, 
with the aid of the British Consul, a stop 
could bo put to the abuses now complained 
of, and that a certain feeling of dissatis- 
faction exists that the interests of tho mer- 
chants in this particular trouble might be 
eared for with greator zeal than is actually 
tho case. Iti rather the fashion, indved, 
to say that residenta at the outports do not 
receive that full and hearty assistance from 
Consuls in their various difliculties which 
they conceive thoy have a right to expect. 
In the meantimo, however, we may be 
permitted to recommend the adgptiun of 
additional precautiuns on the part of the 
morchanta themslves. It Is suid that the 
depredations complained of take place 
principally in outside boats, and in nearly 
every case after nightfal. Hero more 
stringent regulutiona are clearly possible 
enough. It is also a good plan to pay one’s 
compradore or yodownman an extra sum to 
hire the services of some respectable as- 
sistant under whose inspection the work of 


shipping shali be, carried on, and who will 
bo able. to keup an eye upon the stevedores. 
Cases have been known in which stevedores 
have actually worn double trousers, which 
they have filled ivith the tea as it was 
purloined ; and in onc instunce, wo believe, 
no Consular assistance was forthcoming 
when the dotaila of the robbory, the 
witnerses, and tha thieves themselves wore 
brought before the authoritics. . It is not 
only in covered cargo-boats that the de- 
predationd are effected, but in open boiits 
alsu, and the ingenuity bere practised ip 
such as to render the utwost attention 
absolutely necessary. It is always worth 
vhilo to pay a little extra for increased 

vigilance snd while such depredations are 
kuown to be practised it is imperative that 
stich oxponditure should be mde. ‘That 
the Chinese will cheat, if -they cau may be 
accepted as axiomatic ; and thia brings us 
to another point—the foreigners are bounu 
toshow them a good oxanple.
